| HON. JAMES SKEAD IN CARLETON. 


It has seklom beetrthe lot of reporter to | 
‘witness so thoroughly enthusiastic and un-/ 
‘animons a political tour as that presented by 
the canvass of the Hou. James Skead fa this 
County, so far ashe has already gone. as the 
following report will show :

He was now a life member, 
but would never forzet that it was chiefly to 
the confidence of the electory of Carleton that 
he owed that high distinction, aud to the favor 
of his and their sovereign.’ He had not 
sought the position of candidate for the Legis- 
Inture of Ontario, He had been auziows to 
support rome other Local candidate. Mr. 
Church had first come out, and he bad 
offered to support him; he retired and 
bis (tho spenker’s) support had been 
tendered to Mr, Kidd. ‘That gentleman had 
also declined, and he (Mr. 8.) had at last, at 
the urgent request of many staunch and inila- 
cential friends in the county, consented to ac 
‘ceptthe position, He came before them as a 
farmer, and as a lomberman, two branches of in- 
dastry with which he wasinitmately connected. 
Lumber brought money Into the country and 
the employment of lumbermen created a| 
cousumption for the produce of the farmer.
